At the proseut time 
the manner of hauling the heavy ma- 
terial at the navy yard is very primi 
tivfl. and with the advance that the yard 
ban taken during the post few yours 
railroad has become indispensable. It

The Sausage.

It was not until the tenth century 
that sausage mado of hashed pork became 
known 
It was in or near the year 1500 


that, thanks to the introduction into Ger- 
many of cinnamon and saffron, the sau- 
sages of Frankfort and of Strassburg ac- 
quired a universal reputation.—Brooklyn 
Eucln.

CARE ON A WAIISHIP. 


HOW HIGH EXPLOSIVES ARE STORED 


ON A BRITISH VESSEL. 


CURIOUS WEAPONS. 


Primitive Artfelt* of O*«u*« Md D«f«n*« 


Pri-cxntionn That Are Tafc«n to Prevent 


Accident*—Th« Magazine* Aro All Ma»- 
nlve Iron and SUel Taulu Built S«p». 
rately Into the Ship. 


Th« British navy has not been whhouc 


its Maine disasters, though fortunately 
Uieso have lx*n unattended by any QUC-JS- 
tious ot foul play, and they have taught 
us a lesson. The la»t such catastrophe 
was in lt>S2, when the gunboat iJotteivl 
\vassuuk and 140 lives lo»t through tin 
explosion in OHO of her magazines. 


Since that time gix-at attention has been 


paid to tlu- storing of high explo.-ives on 
buard all thwships of our navy. The mag- 
azines are now huge iron tanks built sep- 
arately into the ship. Tho sides, bottom 
and cr«wn of these are made of ihick suvl 
plates xveighing'teii pounds to the square 
foot. These plates arc lap jointed and 
strongly riveted. 


Should any side of the back ot a coal 


bunker be exposed, that side is built of 
plates that weigh 1SJ-.' pounds to the 
square foot. 1 hi* additional strength is in 
order to prevent any explosion of coal gas 
.Jhat may occur in the bunker from tear- 
Ing open the magazine. Further, the 
plating is stiffened with heavy bars that 
make- all parts of the surface of equal 
strength. Should the magazine be placed 
near the engines or in any other place 
where there is a high temperature, it is 
coated with asbestus. Electricity is used 
for lighting purposes. 


All the lights arc in what are called 
"light boxes," placed outside, the light 
penetrating into the magazine itself 
through thick glass illuminators, which 
are protscted by gratings of brass wire. 
The keys of these boxes are kept by the 
gunner of tJJfe ship. Sfear them is a stock 
of candles ready for use in case the elec- 
tric current should fail. Entrance to the 
magazine is from the top, but out of what 
is termed the bundling room. The hatch 
-of this is in line with the crown of the 
magazine, and the floor of the room is lead 
covered. 


For ventilating purposes air is pumped 


in at the bottom and passes otit through ;i 
specially constructed- uptake, bnt on very 
dry days air is let into the magazine nat- 
urally in order to preve-nt too much moist- 
ure accumulating on the cases and thus 
causing the powder to deteriorate. In an 
engagement the magazines would be kept 
closed down, so as to prevent the enemy's 
shot from entering them, and air would 
be pumped in or tho men working inside 
could live but a very few minutes. Before 
entering the magazine the men have to 
leave behind them their knives, pipes and 
matches and to put on special boots that 
are studded with brass nails. 


With the old fashioned powder a-spark 


caxisefl. by the friction of a nail in one's 
boot with the floor was sufficient to cause 
an explosion. v Nowadays there is far less 
clanger of accident. 
Many of the esplo- 


'slves now used will only ignite by detona- 
tion. Prismatic and pebble powders if set 
on fire will frizzle away like a fuse, while 
cordite, if handled with ordinary care, is, 
quite harmless. 


All tup bays—i. e., recesaes—are marked 


with the nuruber"of cases that are to be 
stowed in them, and they are provided 
with strong wooden uprights to prevent 
the cases from being thrown out of place 
by the motion of the ship. The doors of 
all the magazines open outward, so that it 
in a violent storm the cases broke loose 
they'would not block the" entrance. No 
fuses, tubes or other articles that contain 
their own means of ignition are ever 
stowed in magazines. 
All such articles 


are placed in special storerooms far away 
from the powder. Quick firing ammuni- j 


In the University of Pennsylvania are 


eurios which are closely allied with the 
earliei periods of the Philippine i.-!ands. 
They consist of a number of spcvhu.-ns of 
primitive wejjpons and are thc only exam- 
ple* of the kind in the country. The col- 
lection, meager as it i*, has already at- 
tracted considerable attention, and the 
many visitors atu-<t to tho deep interest 
the ix-ojile feel in all that pertains to the 
now territory. 


T!ie curios are five in number and were 


obtained at the rastrow (rag lair) at Mad- 
rid and deposited in the university. 


From the saw of the svrordflsh single 


and r.vo edged swords were constructed. 
In the ca»e of the former tho teeth were 
carefully sharpened on one •side and the 
larger end cut down for a handle. It pro- 
sem-5 a formidable appearing implement 
of carnage. With the other the two edged i 
sides were preserved. In the hands of a 
muscular native these crude swords would 
make most frightful wounds. 


A third weapon of later date is a shore 


cutlass shaped affair of iron. The Philip- 
pine islanders became expert as iron work- 
ers, and the ancient weapon shows how 
well the natives of old patterned their 
death dealing appliances. The handle of 
this iron sword is ornamented with tufts 
of hair and fanciful raised designs, in 
token perhaps of the valuable qualities as 


hair raising tool. 
A fourth weapon resembles an exagger- 


ated meat cleaver of uninviting appear- 
ance, with a sharpened edge on one side 
and a long point on tho other, in solid 
iron, with a long handle. 


A Malay creese is the fifth weapon in 


the collection. These weapons were made 
by the Visayas, a Malay tribe who inhabit 
the islands to the south of Luzon. The 
creeses are short swords of the dagger spe- 
cies, with exquisitely carved bandies and 
graceful blades. 


In the Colonial museum at Madrid 


many other odd relics are preserved, in- 
eluding idols of tho natives. The princi- 
pal idol was of the male persuasion, the 
female being a lesser deity. Cast iron cjin- 
non and small swivel guns of thc early 
natives, with their military uniforms, arc 
also displayed there.—New York Mail and 
Express.

Japan—the most popular one with the 
children is the feast of dolls, which takes 
place in the month of February.

The fun lasts for three days, and, if lit- 


tle Miss Japan's father and mother and 
grandfather and grandmother have laid 
up in store for this occasion, dolls by the 
hundreds are brought forth to colebr,*fc 
the feasc, and many of the dolls are years 
and years old, hundreds of years even, for 
every old doll that enters'a Japanese home 
is treasured and kept for this great day. 


The be*S room in the house is chosen. 


Here shelves covered with rich silken 
hangings, gay in color, are arranged, per- 
haps five or sbc shelves, extending the 
length of one side of the room. 


The principal dolls are tho emperor and 


ampress of Japan, or two dolls dressed to 
represent these august personages in their 
court; attire.

and dry gun cotton also havo their sepa- 
rate compartments. 


AH magazines are fitted with a flooding 


arrangement, so that, should the ship 
catch fire, they can bo at once filled with 
water. Xo one but a responsible officer is 
ever allowed to handle the keys, and he 
must first obtain permission from the cap- 
"taic. The heaviest charges are placed 
nearest the doors. In the old days thc 
powder monkey used to carry the cart- 
ridges from the magazine to the guns iu a 
case. Now the ammunition goes up a 
hydraulic lift that works on armored 
shoots. Cat-i-ying it would be an impossi- 
bility, as some of the charges weigh 960 
pounds. Tanks containing fresh wafer 
and drinking cups are fixed in the han- 
dling room for the use of the men, and all 
the floors ai-e sprinkled with water before 
work begins. 


Speaking tubes lead from outside the 


magazines—which, by the way, are usual- 
ly below the water line—to thc gun decks, 
the bridge and the conning tower. 


There is a quarterly examination of thc 


dry gun cotton to ascertain whether acid 
is accumulating. If it is, the explosive 
is at once saturated with water. AVct gun 
cotton, being a very safe material, is kept 
in an ordinary storeroom and is weighed 
periodically to detect detcrioi-atiou, a plug 
being at tho same time removed iu onicr 
that gas may escape. The "warheads" of 
the Whitehcad torpedoes, being filled with 
wet gun cotton, are stowed by themselves 
aud tested in tho manner "just described 
But the "pistols," which contain dry gun 
cotton, -and the detonators for igniting the 
wet gun cotton in thc torpedoesarc placed 
together in a compartment that can be 
flooded if necessary. 


Tho only other dangerous explosives 


carried by our warships are the filled 
shells, which are given a place to them- 
selves. Xone but thc most stubborn fuse? 
are'fitted to these, unless they are at thr 
gun and ready to be fired. Their danger 
ous nature is indicated by their fed paint- 
ed heads and tho broad red band around 
them. Seamen avo trained to handle them 
with thc utmost care. Even signal lights-- 
and rockets are kept carefully out of the 
way of irresponsible persons. In fact, ev- 
ery possible precaution is taken to pre- 
vent au accident with explosives occur- 
ring on any of our warships.—Invention.

In E»cb «Lpp»r«tn« There Is Over Half a 


Mile of It. 


'•When you say 'Hello!' to 'central' did 


you know that you talk over 2,900 feet, or 
one half mile, of copper wire before the 
sound of your voice is transmitted from 
the telephone box?" asked tho superin- 
tendent of the Missouri and Kansas Tele- 
phone company of a reporter for Thc 
Times recently. 
It is a fact that in each 


telephone there is 2,000 feet of fine wire. 
You see, the phone is composed of three j 
parts. 
"First the ringing apparatus, then the 


transmitter and last the car trumpet or 
receiver. In the first are two small cords 
about tho size of a Ko. 40 spool of thread 
immediately behind thc bells, each con- 
taining 500 feet, and in thc magneto or 
ringing machine is another coll, contain- 
ing 1,300 feet, making in all 3,200 feet. 
In the second part is a coil of thcsamo size, 
of wire, 3S"o. 30, about tho size of No. GO 
thread, which contains 500 feet. In the 
receiver is 200 feet more, making in all 
2,900 fcet. 
"lu tlio telephone exchange we have 


3,300 instruments. With 2,!)00fcct in each 
tho total would make 9,570,000 feet of 
very fine wire in iise in the telephones of 
the city alone. Figuring 5,280 feet to the 
mile, it would make slightly over 1S1 
miles of wire as fine as a thread. 


"This wiro is insulated or shielded with 


two thicknesses of extremely fine silk 
thread and is au item of considerable ex- 
pense, as tho spools or coils aro easily 
burned out. There is an equal amount of 
wire contained in coils back of thc switch- 
board at 'central' which makes 302 miles, 
or enough to reach from hero to St. Louis, 
with a good many miles to spare."—Kan- 
sas City Times.

The C*us«g of Cancer. 


There are few diseases that afflict the 


human family that are more to bo dreaded 
than those of a cancerous nature. The 
cancer proper is a most appalling foe to 
life. Whether it can bo cured is and al- 
ways hus boon a debatable question. Cases 
aro cited where alleged marvelous cures 
have been effected, but this does not to 
nny appreciable extent alter the facts in 
thc case that the cancer is practically in- 
curable onoo it gets any sort of headway 
in tho system. 
Tho causes of this disease 


havo boon so imperfectly understood that 
any oll'ort at prevention was worse than 
useless. A French scientist claims to have 
discovered cancer germs in wood and that 
artisans who work in wood aro much moro 
subject to this clisea.se, all things consid- 
ered, than those who handle most other 
materials. Having once fatarted on this 
lino of research, ho found cancCr gurins in 
wood and vegetation of various kinds. 
Klin and willow trees showed n greater 
proportion of these germs than other 
woods. In high altitudes or where trees 
lire not common very few cancer germs 
were found. From all of which it appears 
tliat we may be at laht on tho highroad to 
some reliable aud conclusive knowledge 
upon a subject which hat> bullied thu skill

Professor II. \\, 
Vogel says the simple blaek Japanese 
lacquered dish is proof against acid un«'i 
alcohol. Hot cigar ashes or even boilinj; 
water do not affect it. It is these charac- 
teristics which distinguish Japanese lac- 
quers iroin European and American imi- 
tation, which are all prepared from resin 
ons varnishes and have uone of the prop 
erties of the Japanese product. 


There is n groat variety of single color 


Japanese lacquer wart—black, red, green- 
islv yellow, green, brown 
of various 


shades, cloudy light green, dark green 
and n variety of other shades almost too 
numerous to mention. 


There is a peculiar lacquered yellow 


woodeuware made in Nojiro, n small 
town north of Akita, near the Japan sea. 
that differs from all other varieties, 
much as the natural grain of the wood is 
clearly shown and beautifully preserved 
while usually the material used is out ho- 
ly concealed beneath the opaque coating 
of lacquer. This ware is of a transparent 
yellow or brownish jellow color, through 
which the veins or spots of the wood 
show up under a high luster, which ndtU 
greatly to the beauty of the ware. No 
jiro Blum Kei, as it is called, is very ex 
pensive, and is seldom exported to this 
country. It is claimed that its method of 
workmanship is a trade secret that is 
jealously guarded by those engaged iu its 
production.—Jeweler's Review.
